won the last Schneider cup- race 
for Britain in 192^, died today in 
the Cambridge military hospital 
from injuries m a parachute jump 
from a disabled plane on Tuesday. 


Waghorn and his civilian assist- 


ant, E R. D Alexander, xvere in- 
jured when a new machine they 
were testing near Farnborough 
went into a spin. When they saw 
they could not right the plane, 
both men jumped from a height 
of 300 feet.

Alexander was only slightly 


hurt when he alighted on the 
glass roof of a factory, but vVag- 
horn fell heavily to the ground, 
sustaining a broken thigh, a com- 
pound fracture of one ankle and 
serious head injuries. An emerg- 
_ency operation was 
performed 


early yesterday in an unsuccesa^ 
ful attempt to save his life.

The death of Flight Lieutenant 


Waghorn was the latest in a long 
series of terrific blows to British 
aviation. 
Long an outstanding 


member of the Royal Air force, 
he won the Schneider trophy -for 
England when the race was last 
run over the Solent, off Cowes, in 
1929, achieving a speed of 328 
miles an hour over the 31 mile 
course. 


On the same day that Lieuten- 


ant Waghorn's accident occurred, 
Commander Glen Kidston, mil- 
lionaire sportsman and 
aviator, 


was killed in the crash of his 
plane near Natal, South Africa- 


Several other prominent British 


airmen have lost their lives in re- 
cent crashes in addition to the 48 
who were killed When the dirigible 
R-101 fell in flames near Beauvais, 
France, last October.

HE Library of Congress has 
purchased one of the Guten- 


berg Bibles printed on vellum in 
the fifteenth century. The other 
two Bibles are in the National 
Library, in Paris, and hi the Brit- 
ish Museum. The copy in the 
United States is the only three- 
volume copy. It is in a splendid 
state of preservation, and is be- 
lieved to be the first book ever 
printed. Johann Faust, the part-_ 
ner of Gutenberg, to whom the' 
credit is given for inventing mov- 
able type, sold the book, which 
required five years to print, to the 
Benedic monks at Paris for $25. 
There are forty-one paper copies 
of the Gutenberg Bible, of which 
seven are owned "by Americans.

HE Rocky Mountain National 
^Fark has acquired approxi- 


mately 14,144 acres of land by 
proclamation of President Hoover. 
The addition includes the, head- 
waters of the Colorado River, near 
the Never Summer Mountains, so 
named by the Indians because of 
the snows that always cover their 
summits. The new area of the 
park has both scenic and geologi- 
cal value. The Trail Ridge Road 
will be continued through this ter- 
ritory, and when completed it will, 
according to American Forests 
and Forest Life, be the highest 
continuous road in North America. 
At one point it will reach the alti- 
tude of 12,120 feet. At least nine 
miles of its total length of twenty- 
eight miles will be above timber 
line.

One of these bills repeals the 


Norwood law enacted in 1921, sin- 
ce when the Ohio prison popula- 
tion has almost trebled while "New 
York, Massachusetts and Pennsyl- 
vania with the indeterminate sen- 
tence and adequate parole facili- 
ties have shown an actual decrease 
in prison population." 
The sub- 


stitute law fixes 
the minimum 


term and permits the judge to set 
only the maximum penalty. Thus 
a prisoner is to be given some hope 
of release at a definite time. 


Another of the bills provides for 


reduction of sentences for good 
behavior. 


The third creates a parole board 


of four members with extended 
powers. 


Signing of the measures chang- 


ed despair of deserving prisoners 
to hope, according to reports from 
the warden of Ohio's penitenti- 
ary who hails them as forward- 
looking acts that will do much to 
avert prison rebellions and make 
possible the rehabilitation of pri- 
soners. 


The warden agrees with Gover- 


nor White, who pointed out 
in 


signing the measurers: "There is 
every reason to believe that Ohio 
can greatly reduce its prison pop- 
plation with safety and without 
injury to society and that many 
of these men can be reestablished 
in society, where they will .become 
assets rather than liabilities to 
the state,"

• Starting right from the ground— 


or under it—it seems that there ^ 
are as many different kinds of " 
gasoline as there are kinds of 
crude oil. All of them are made 
up of hjdrocarbon molecules, but after long research it 
was discovered that they varied in molecular structure. 
Molecular structure? Sure-tbat's sixteen dollars' 
worth of eight-dollar words. But givej&e a chance. Every- 
thing in the world—everything solid, everything liquid- 
even our bodies, even the air we breathe—is made up of 
molecules. Those molecules in turn are made up of atoms; 
and the way they're made up, that is molecular structure. 


Carbon atoms and hydrogen atoms—that's all there is to 
gasoline's hydrocarbon mobcnles.
